It is not denied, how* 
fiver, that Mane snob move has been 
long in contemplation, as is evidenced 
in hi following statement made by An­ 
enst.int Secretary Day: 
“The sending of the Maine to Ha- 
vaua means simply the resumption of 
fri< ndly naval relations with Spai.n It 
is customary for naval vessels of friend* 
iv tuitions to pass iii and out of the har­ 
bors of other countries with which they 
arc at peace, and British and German 
warships have recently, visited Havana. 
This is no new move. The president 
has int ‘iided to do it for some time, but 
heretofore something has happened to 
Postville it. The orders to tile Maine 
bk an nothing more than I have said, 
and there is nothing alarming or un­ 
friendly iii them. The Spanish minis­ 
ter here is fully informed of what is 
fcoing on, and so far as I know has not 
made the slightest objection to it.”

said that Consul General Lee had not 
sent tor a warship. 
This statement shows that the move 
was made deliberately and that it could 
tot have been tsikcu if there were 
serious apprehension of its results in 
Havana. The general belief hen*, how* 
over, is that in Madrid rather than in 
any Cuban town is trouble to be looked 
f<r, if there should be any misappre­ 
hension et the purpose of our govern­ 
ment iii sending the Maine to Havana. 
The temper (if the opposition news* 
papers in the Spanish capital has been 
threatening for some time and it may 
require the strong hand of tile news 
censor to repress utterances that would 
lead to rioting. 
The German ships to which Assistant- 
Secretary Day referred in his statement 
are the Charlotte and the Geyer, both

Their touching at Havana is not be­ 
lieved to be significant, as their cruise

At first cathartics of castor oil and 
sweet oil followed by hot w ater are 
given until the bowels are thoroughly 
cleaned out. This treatm ent is followed 
by enemas of glycerin and sweet oil. 
Flaxseed poultices soaked in sweet oil 
are kept on the abdomen.

restricted to very light, easily digested 
foods.

Under the best sort of medical 
treatm ent appendicitis patients spend 
more tim e in bed, suffer more and die 
oftener than they do under the best sort 
of surgical treatm en t." 
In his reply Dr. Terry declines to bo 
cept the challenge of the surgeon. 
"A s my cases are the accumnlatioi 
of five years’ observation,’’ he write*,

Another chapter in the poor conduct 
of the iKistolfice at Georgetown, Floyd 
county, Ind., by its late mistress has re 
rcutly come to light. A letter received 
a few days ago at the office of the postof­ 
fice inspector in charge, George Holden, 
tells the details. Renders will remem­ 
ber that about two years ago complaint, 
(■aine to the inspector’s office stating 
that tiiere was mismanagement of th e : 
postoffice at Georgetown and that it 
was believed that not one-tenth of the 
mail received there during the previous 
year bad been delivered. 
Postoffice In- I 
specter W. T. Fletcher was detailed to J 
1 look into the matter at once. He had no I 
little trouble in making the investiga­ 
tion. 
The office for fully 20 years had been 
in charge of the Mottweiler family. For 
nearly ten years old man Mottweiler 
Was the postmaster, and upon his death, 
a dozen years ago, his daughter Louisa, 
a maiden lady well in the fifties, suc­ 
ceeded him. She remained in charge un­ 
til her removal two years ago. The post­ 
office during all those years was located 
in a I Sj story frame house owned by the 
Mottweilers. The front part of the house 
was devoted to the postoffice, the room 
back of this was used as a sleeping 
apartment, and attached to the rear of 
the bouse was a shed used for a kitchen. 
In the front room the letter boxes were 
arranged in an “ L” form, leaving a 
small square space in front for inquirers 
after mail. Back of the boxes there had 
been hung pieces of dark material to pre­ 
vent any one gazing into the room. 
There was a small sized aperture, 
through which the business of the office 
was transacted. 
None of the oldest inhabitants of 
Georgetown can remember ever having 
seen the interior of this office, except 
the slight glimpses that may have been 
caught through the wicker window. Ro 
it was no wonder that when Inspector 
Fletcher demanded admittance it was 
refused.

the Georgetown postoffice to do up and 
forward a certain package of mail. The 
envelope containing tho order was found 
unopened. 
Mr. French is now general 
manager of the Bell Telephone com­ 
pany, with headquarters at Boston. In 
all there were about 14 carloads of mail 
matter that had never been delivered. 
Inspector Fletcher was glad on finish­ 
ing his task, as he thought he had. But 
it now turns out, after a lapse of two 
years, that he had not. This, however, 
must not be taken as a reflection on 
him, as he is considered one of the most 
thorough aud painstaking officers of the 
country. The letter received at division 
headquarter* explains itself The letter 
was written by John H. Sims, the pres­ 
ent postmaster. 
The postmaster says 
that ho palled a nail from a door I* ad- 
iug to a stairway to a garret above the 
old postoffice aud found that place al­ 
most completely filled with undelivered 
mail matter that had become moldy 
Postmaster Sims says that the sight was 
an astonishing one, for there are cer­ 
tainly four wagon loads of mail matter 
stored there. He says that he, in com­ 
pany with Postmaster Clipp aud David 
Kelly aud John H. Thumbs, the last 
two being Miss Mottweiler’s bondsmen, 
tisited the place and will endeavor to 
assort the badly mixed pile of mail.

One earnest little Alleghany woman 
is going to brave the rigor* and danger* 
of Alaska all alone during the year, and 
abe i* now at work en bor outfit for the 
expedition. 
Mrs. Thalia Kipe, a seam- 
stress, residing in Alleghany, will leave 
for Seattle the last week in February, 
and from there sail for Alaska, where 
she will take the trail overland for the 
gold diggings. 
Mrs. Pipe’s husband died 1$ years 
ago, and she is supporting a 1 4-year-old 
daughter with ber needle. 
Aho i* not 
going to the Klondiko to sew, cook, 
wash or perform any other feminine 
duty, but to prospect and dig for gold. 
Mr*. Sipe is not more than 82 year* 
old and is a handsome woman. Hho ha* 
hair as black as the raven’* wing and 
large gray eyes. 
She is not much over 
6 feet in height aud will 
probably 
weigh about HO pounds. 
Her appear­ 
ance) would not indicate that she will 
bo I basically able to w ithstand all the 
hardships she is about to attempt. The 
earnest manner in which *he talks 
a hoot it, however, proves she bas a 
stout heart and will not quail from the 
dan <er. 
“ I bad hoped to slip away without 
any one knowing of my departure, ” said 
Mrs. Sipe. “ for I dread publicity in the 
matter. 
I know it is an unusual thing 
for a woman to make such a trip alone, 
but women have accomplished great 
things before, and why should uot I? 
Yes, I suppose I have the gold fever, 
but it is uot that alone which impels 
me to take the trip. I do not want to bo 
a seamstress all my life, aud when I am 
called away I want to leave something 
behind for my little daughter. 
That is 
my principal reason for going. 
Of 
course I will uot take the little girl 
with me. 
I’ll leave her here with my 
relatives, and I hope, some day, to come 
back and make a great lady of her, 
“ I will have a decided advantage in 
going to the new goldfields over most 
women. I was born aud raised on a farm 
in Missouri aud have spent days aud 
day* ut a time in the saddle, rounding 
up the cattle and doing other out of 
door work that the daughters of a west­ 
ern rancher take such delight in. A ten 
mile climb up the mountain side was 
only execrise for me in those days, aud 
I think I would be able to do it all over 
again aud undergo the other trials that 
a trip to the Klondike will necessitate. 
“ I have not definitely decided what 
route I shall travel. 
I will purchase a 
ticket in Pittsburg for Seattle and de­ 
cide after reaching there on the remain­ 
der of the trip. 
I think, though, from 
what I know now, I will go by way of 
the Chilkoot pass and thence to Daw­ 
son City. 
I hope at Seattle to fall ic. 
with some party in which there are 
women going with their husbands, 
which will make the trip much more 
agreeable. But in caso I do uot I shall 
continue on alone. 
“ The first boats, I understand, will 
leave for Alaska about the I st of March. 
It is my intention to get away from Se­ 
attle on the first of tiles© boats, if possi­ 
ble, and, if not then, as soon thereafter 
as I can. I will remain in Dawson City 
only as long as Is actually necessary and 
will then proceed at once up one of the 
small tributaries of tho Yukon, there 
to stake my claim aud work it alone, or 
with members of tho party I may fall 
in with in Seattle. 
I will take along 
enough provisions for one year and will 
uot return until I have a fortune or ani 
na ti stied that there is no gold in the 
country. I have no fear of the severe 
climate, and I think that man, no m at­ 
ter where you may find him, is gallant 
enough to help, rather than harm, an 
unprotected woman.” 
Mrs. Sipe already has part of hor out­ 
fit completed. 
She has made all her 
own wearing apparel for the trip. Her 
outfit consists of two costumes, both 
made of waterproof goods. In appear­ 
ance they resemble a woman bicycle 
rider’s costume. She has made a tight 
w aist aud a short skirt which extends 
just below the knee, also a pair of 
bloomers which she will tack into her 
boots; the top boots will meet the skirt 
at the knee. 
In addition to woolen 
hosiery she has made several pairs of 
heavy woolen bootees for winter wear, 
insuring warmth for her feet. She has 
a heavy waterproof cloak, with hood 
attached, aud woolen lined underwear, 
also for winter wear. In cummer, while 
ut work, Mrs. Sipe will wear water­ 
proof skirts aud bloomers and shirt 
waists, made of dark material. She 
will also take along rubber boots aud 
rubber gloves to wear while digging and 
panning the gravel. 
Mrs. Sipe said she would purchase 
the remainder of her outfit, inch as 
picks, shovels, tent and provisions, at 
Seattle, aud lias made a long list of 
necessary articles. 
Mrs. Sipe said she had the utmost 
confidence in her ability aud endurance 
aud believes she will return to Pitts­ 
burg a wealthy woman. She says she 
will leave Pittsburg with as light a 
heart as any prospector. — Pittsburg 
Dispatch.

W a s h in g t o n , Jan. 25.—Senator Tur­ 
pie (Dem., Iud.) has made a speech in 
favor of the Teller resolution in tho 
senate. “ I shall vote for the resolution 
willingly.” he began. "I think its intro­ 
duction timely and opportune, especially 
w hen we are confronted by a measure 
which contemplate* ail increase of the. 
public debt by $21X1,000,000 or * 100,000,- 
000. It is Indeed proper that we should 
repeat the declaration that all govern­ 
ment obligations are payable Ain coin— 
not in gold.” 
By the original 
resolution passed 
nearly 80 years ago, Mr. Turpie held 
coin 
was made 
synonymous 
with 
solvency and 
the funded debt was 
thereby made payable in both gold ami 
silver, or in either of those metals, 
"lf 
we abandon silver,’’ said he, "aud agree 
to pay all of our obligations in gold we 
should simply clinch the hold of tho 
debt syndicate upon the country, If. 
however, we 
maintain a bimetallic 
Standard and enforce that position by 
opening our mints to the free coinage of 
silver tho syndicate of national debt 
w ould become as strong friends of silver 
as is my friend from Colorado, tho 
author of this resolution, for they would 
naturally see to it that they would not 
lose anything on their holdings of gov­ 
ernment Obligations. 
He denounced as a mendacious false­ 
hood of the gold men the statement that 
rtie silver dollar wa* worth only half its 
fare value, and that some time in the 
future it would lie worth still less. Mr. 
Turpie analyzed the bill proposed by the 
monetary commission, and sharply at­ 
tacked the proposition that all debts 
should he payable in gold, inasmuch 
especially as that provision made the 
government obligations payable in gold. 
He suggested that tins wras an indirect 
method of discrediting the standard 
silver dollar, which, by the enactment 
of t hat proposition, would bi1 left high 
and dry without irs proper debt-paying 
ability. 
Mr. Turpie did not believe any such 
proposition would ever find public favor 
in the United States. Indeed, he had, 
he said, a profound conviction that sil­ 
ver would finally bt' restored to its 
proper position, not by international 
agreement, but by the honest individual 
action of the various countries of the 
world.

COLONIZATION SCHEME. 


Syndicate o f C hicago C apitalists 
Hava 
Pur* based a Mig Knack In M olino. 
A Chicago syndicate, w ith $1,000,000 
capital, bas negotiated for the purchase 
of the Lopez ranch, said to be the lar­ 
gest ranch in northern Mexico. August 
Jernherg, a real estate mao of Chicago, 
started recently for Mexico to clinch the 
deal by m aking the first payment. 
The 
syndicate has agreed to pay *800,OOO for 
the ranch. The purchase is probably the 
argent of its kind negotiated by Chicago 
capitalists in a num ber of years. 
The 
rnneh embraces 1,200,000 acres of roll­ 
ing prairie land. Besides its agricultur­ 
al richnes* it contains valuable deposits 
of asphaltum. T hirty thousand bead of 
cattle are included in the purchaae. 
The principal scheme of the purchas­ 
ers was revealed by Mr. Jernberg before 
ie left for Mexico. 
Ho said: “ We in­ 
tend to colonize the big ranch as soon 
us we can get arouud to i t 
The syndi­ 
cate will take colonists down there as 
fu*t uh possible and sell them laud in 
different sections of the state of Taman- 
ipas, where the ranch is located.** 
In 
the Pecos valley, Texas, the colonisa­ 
tion plan bas been a m arked success. 
Fifty fam ilies from W isconsin have 
been located there, and a flourishing 
town has grown up. 
One of the largest 
creameries in the south is about to be 
built there nuder the direction of ex-Gov- 
eruor W. D. Hoard of W isconsin, who it 
famous as a dairym an. The same plan is 
to be tried on the Lopes ranch.—New 
York Tribune. 


THE AMERICAN AX. 


B ritons Sorrow fully A dm it T hat Oar Im­ 
plem ent Heats the W orld, 
Mr. Joseph Cham berlain and the B ir­ 
mingham cham ber of commerce have 
been recently giving a valuable adver­ 
tisement to the American ax. 
A p atri­ 
otic British workman in Tasm ania, din- 
tressed by American axe* monopolizing 
the tM)louial market, wrote to the colo­ 
nial office. Mr. Cham berlain sent copies 
to ull the chambers of commerce in the 
m anufacturing district*. 
The Birm ingham chamber discussed 
the letter lengthily aud sorrowfully ad­ 
m itted that the Americans make a style 
of ax suited to the colon int* which B rit­ 
ish m anufacturer* couldn’t or w ouldn’t 
copy. 
One gentleman frankly confessed that 
the American ax beat the world iu qual­ 
ity aud price. For one thing, the Amer­ 
ican ax, when driven into tim ber, could 
be pulled out again, an obvious advan­ 
tage which the British ax often lacked.

on the Floor of tho PostolllO '- IHany 


Carloads of Mall M atter Found. 


Another chapter in the poor conduct 
of the postoffice at Georgetown, Floyd 
county, iud., by its late mistress ha* re 
tautly come to light. 
A letter received 
a few days ago at the office of the postof­ 
fice inspector in charge, George Holden, 
tells the details. 
Readers w ill rem em ­ 
ber that about tw o years ago com plaint 
came to the inspector's office stating 
that there was m ismanagement of the: 
postoffice at Georgetown and that it 
was believed th at not one-tenth of the 
m ail received there during the previous 
year had been delivered. 
Postoffice In ­ 
spector W. T. Fletcher was detailed to 
look into the m atter at once. He bad no 
little trouble in m aking the investiga­ 
tion. 
The office for fully 20 years bad been 
in charge a t the M ottweiler family. For 
nearly ten years old man M ottweiler 
was the postmaster, and upon his death, 
a dozen years ago, bis daughter Louisa, 


j a maiden lady well in the fifties. *uc- 
! ©ceded him. She trinal tied in charge un ­ 
til her removal two years ag a The post­ 
office during all these years was located 
' in a I % story fram e house owned by th© 
Mottweiler*. The front part of the bouse 
was devoted to the postoffice, the room 
back of this wa* used a* a sleeping 
apartm ent, and attached to the rear of 
th© bouse wa* a shed used for a kitchen. 
In th© front room the letter boxes were 
arranged in an “ L” form, leaving a 
small square space in front for inquirer* 
after mail. Back of the boxes there bad 
been bung piece* of dark m aterial to pre­ 
vent any one gaziug into the room. 
There was a sm all sized aperture, 
through which the business of the office 
wa* transacted. 
None of the oldest inhabitants of 
Georgetown can remember ever having 
seen the interior of th is office, except 
the slight glimpses th at may have been 
caught tbrQiigb the wicker window. Ho 
it was no wonder th at when Inspector 
Fletcher demanded adm ittance it was 
refused. He showed bis credentials, but 
Postmistress M ottweiler declined to rec­ 
ognize them. Seeing th at nothing was 
to be gained by argum ent, Inspector 
Fletcher said th at if he was not adm it­ 
ted forthw ith he woald make forcible 
entrance. 
This had the desired effect. 
It WM indeed a sight that met hie 
gaze after he got back of the partition. 
Un the floor, w ith scrupulous nicety, 
were piled letters to the depth of folly j 
a foot w ith the appearance of being so 
much cordwood. 
The letters had been 
packed tightly, as the postmistress for 
year* bad walked thereon in attending 
to the wants of the public. 
On top of 
this, at one side of the room, were bar­ 
rels, boxes and articles of wearing ap­ 
parel. all filled w ith m ail m atter. 
In ­ 
spector Fletcher did not like the appear­ 
ance of things by any means, aa he did 
not relish the idea of taking off bis coat 
and going to work at assorting the dirty 
and musty stuff. He swore in two clerks, 
aud they were ordered to take all except 
the first class m atter aud dump it under 
the trestle of the Louisville, Evansville 
aud St. Louis railroad, where the in ­ 
habitants of Georgetown were told to go 
to pick out their mail. 
As this made a 
disagreeable mesa the board of health 
of the place ordered the stuff burned. 
The first class m atter was assorted, and 
much of it given to the persons to whom 
it was addressed. Many of the addressees 
bad long ago departed this world, w hile 
iii niujy instances old residents were 
given letters sent them years and years 
before. 
Long looked for letters from j 
lovers were found, and the mysterious 
fate that had separated such persons 
was explained at last, but all too late. 
Un© doctor received 257 letters. 
Un Aug. IO, 1876, C. Jay French, 
then superintendent of the F ifth divi­ 
sion railway mail service, w ith head­ 
quarters in this city, sent an order to 
the Georgetown postoffice to do up aud 
forward a certain package of mail. The 
envelope containing th© order wus found 
unopened. 
Mr. French is now general 
manager of the Bell Telephone com­ 
pany. with headquarters at Boston. 
In 
all there were about 14 carloads of m ail 
m utter that had uever beeu delivered. 
Inspector Fletcher was glad on finish­ 
ing bis task. as be thought he had. But 
it uow turns out, after a lapse of two 
years, that he had uot. 
This, however, 
m ust not be taken as a reflection on 
bim, as he is considered on© of the most 
thorough aud painstaking officers of the 
country. The letter received at division 
headquarters explains itself 
The letter 
was w ritten by John H. Huns, the pres­ 
ent postmaster. 
The postmaster says 
that he pulled a nail from a door lead­ 
ing to a stairw ay to a garret abovo the 
old postoffice aud found that place a l­ 
most completely filled w ith undelivered 
m ail m atter that had become moldy 
Postmaster Him* says th at the sight was 
au astonishing one, for there ar© cer­ 
tainly four wagou loads of mail m atter 
ston'd then*. 
He says th at he, in com­ 
pany w ith Postm aster Clipp and David 
Kelly aud John H. Thumbs, the lust 
two being Miss M ottweiler * bondsmen, 
ti*it©d the place aud will endeavor to 
assort me badly mixed pile of mail 
Thus ends a most rem arkable case. — 
Cincinnati Enquirer.
